The  estimated  mid-year  populate  ion  was  17,810,  a  decrease  of 
160,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year* 


248  Births,  of  which  8  were  illegitimate,  were  registered  during 
the  year  and  there  were  246  deaths  from  all  causes* 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  is  15*46,  a.  drop  of  1.13  as  comxoared 
with  1962*  The  England  and  Wales  rate  was  18*3* 


The  illegitimate  live  births  accounted  for  3*39  of  the  total 
live  births. 


There  were  four  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  of  age  and  all 
in  the  first  week  of  life*  The  causes  of  dearth  were  cardiac 
failure  in  congenital  heart  disease  -1;  atelectasis  -2;  cerebral . 
haemorrhage  and  prematurity  -1*  This  gives  an  inf  amt  mortality 
rate  of  l6el  which  is  also  the  same  as  the  neomatal  and  early 
neor-nata.l  mortality  rates.  The  England  and  Wales  rarte  was  20* 9*

‘With  the  exception  of  food  poisoning  there,  is  little 
scope  for  comment, 

Gf  the  122  notifications  received  measles  accounted  for 
82,  This  illness  became  prevalent  in  the  last  quarter  of  the 
year  but  nowhere  was  there  a  serious  outbreak.  It  now  seems 
probable  that  mecusles  will  gradually  spread  through  the  district 
early  in  19  64.

Tito  small  family  outbreaks  due  to  Salmonella  infection 
( typhimurium)  occurred  in  the  last  Guam  ter  of  the  year. 

In  the  first  family  a  young  boy  aged  2-J  yearns  'T/as  found  to  be 
positive  to  this  infection  as  the  result  of  the  investigation 
into  the  cause  of  his  gastro-intestinal  symptoms.  Some 
weeks  previously  his  father  had  not  been  too  well  for  the  same 
reason  and  at  the  time  of  my  visit  he  compladntod  of  a.  sore 
throat.  Laboratory  investigation  showed  that  the  father1  s 
lances  were  s.lso  positive  to  the  same  organism# 

The  father  was  a  farm  labourer  and  had  no  direct  .  duties 
connected  with  cows  or  calves. 

From  July  onwards  there  had  been  cases  'of  Salmonella  typhi- 
murium  infection  in  the  calves  on  the  form  with  several 
deaths.  The  most  likely  course  of  evbnts  is  ‘(hat  the  father 
handled'  a  sack  which  had.  been  used  to  clean  up  an  infected 
animal,  got  his  hands  soiled  and  brought  tile  infection  back  to 
his  home. 

Both  cowmen  on  the  farm  were  examined  -  the  negative  results 
v/ere  not  surprising  in  view  of  the  long  interval  between  the 
onset  of  the  illness  in  the  cadves  and  the  case  being  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  family  doctor. 

The  second  outbreak  affected  a  farmer  and  his  family,  A  cow 
had  died  from  Salmonella  typhimurium  infection  and  three  calves 
had  contracted  the  same  illness#  In  succession  the  farmer,  his 
wife,  father  in  law  and  two  daughters  all  became  ill  for  the  same 
.  mason.  The  pigman  on  the  farm  was  never  ill,  was  reported  never 
>  ha. re  had  any  dealings  with  the  cows  or  calves  at  any  time  and 
-t  v  s  posit'd  j  for  Saimaa  e" ,1a  tyglw. murium  infection. 


The  source  of  the  original  infections 


was  not  traced. 


These  too  incidents  demonstrate  the  need  for  hearing  in  mind 
the  possibility  of  an  animal  origin  in  human  cases  of  Salmonella 
infections* 

its  usual  the  carrier  condition  in  the  human  cases  persisted 
for  -  several- weeks  despite  energetic  treatment  with  modern  drugs* 


Epidemic 


This  illness  was  quite  prevalent  throughout  the  year  and  was 
by  no  means  confined  to  the  winter  months*  Diarrhoea  may  or  may 
not  accompany  and  the  illness 9  which  is  probably  due  to  a  virus  , 
may  affect  all  the  members  of  a  household  or  class  within  a  few 
days*  . 


It  is  understood  that  a  research  programme  has  been  instituted 
to  ascertain  the  true  cause  and  thereafter  it  is  hox^ed  to  suggest 
a  line  of  treatment  and  methods  of  prevention. 


Epidemic  vomiting  is  seldom  serious  but  has  a  considerable 
nuisance  value  and  ma.y  also  mask  dysentay  or  even  food  poisoning*

Five  deaths  were  due  to  this  largely  preventable 
disease  four  males  and  one  female*  The  ages  at  death  were  46,  52, 
62,  68  and  66  respectively* 

Brucella  hbortus. 

Brucella,  infection -in  ca,ttle  may  give  rise  to  abortion. 

The  comsumption  of  milk  infected  with  this  organism  may  cause 
1?brucellosistJ  or  undulant  form  in  man*  This  illness  is  not  unknown 
in  veterinary  surgeons  and  may  a„lso  be  the  cause  of  unrecognised 
prolonged  illness  in  the  farming  community. 

The  County  Milk  Sampling  Officer  takes  samples  for 
bacteriological  examinations  and  during  the  year  4  samples 
out  of  41  were  positive  for  brucella  infection.  In  such  positive 
causes  the  appropriate  abivice  is  given  to  the  milk  producer. 

Inthrax* 

*1  very  serious  outbreak  of  anthrax  occurred  on  ¥.  Lexham 
Farms  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  In  all  6  pigs,  17  cows  and 
3  sheep  (lambs)  died. 

The  cause  of  the  outbreak  was  not  ascertained  and  no  other 
cases  of  anthrax  occurred  in  other  parts  of  the  country  at  that 
time*

These  are  augmented  from  time  to  time  as  required  by 
temporary  labour  for  sickness  and  holidays. 

During  the  year  1 60  days  were  lost  through  sickness  in 
addition  to  the  1 20  days  annual  holidays  and  73  days  statutory 
holidays.  A  total  of  353  working  days,  this  represents  the 
hours  which  would  be  worked  by  1  .4  men  or  8.7%  of  the  labour 
force.  Sickness  alone  represented  the  hours  which  would  have 
been  worked  by  .6 1  men  or  3.8%  of  the  labour  force. 

Refuse  Collection. 

A  spare  vehicle  vias  purchased  during  the  year  to  assist 
in  the  case  of  break  down  and  has  also  been  utilized  for  one 
day  a  fortnight  to  assist  in  the  re-organising  of  the  rounds 
previously  described.  This  has  resulted  in  a  certain  saving 
in  overtime. 

The  question  of  a  weekly  service  was  again  referred  to  the 
Public  Health  Committee  by  a  rater  payer,  but  it  was  decided  that 
a  fortnightly  collection  is  a.dequate. 

Dustbins. 


The  dustbin  hire  scheme,  a.t  an  annual  charge  of  6/-  per  bin, 
has  proved  reasonably  successful  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  520 
bins  were  out  on  hire. 


Nights  oil  Collection  and  Cesspool  Emptying; . 

The  weekly  nightsoil  collection  has  been  carried  out 
throughout  the  year  by  three  vehicles  from  an  average  of 
3,530  houses  per  week* 

2270  cesspool  servicings  were  made,  compared  with  2121 
during  1962.  One  vehicle  is  employed  full  time  on  this  service, 
augmented  as  required  by  the  nightsoil  vehicles. 


It  will  be  noted  that  the  upward  trend  in  cesspool  emptyings 
continues.  This  may  be  seen  from  the  following  table  of  the 
number  of  emptyings  over  the  past  five  years  since  the  direct 
labour  force  commenced  and  shows  almost  5Q;o  increa.se.

INSPECTION  K  GUIRTIONS 


The  Regulations,  which  came  into  force  in  the  autumn , 
imposed  an  obligation  on  a  local  authority  to  inspect  the 
carcases  end  offal  of  every  animal  slaughtered  within  its 
area,,  for  sale  for  human  consumption;  to  mark  such  carcases 
if  fit  and  permit  charges  to  be  made  for  this  service. 

hs  a  100ft>  meat  inspection  service  has  been  given  In  this  dis¬ 
trict  for  the  past  three  years,  the  new  Regulations  have,  .made 
little  impact  on  the  inspectorate.  One  aspect,  though,  that 
gave  rise  to  some  concern  is  that  unless  carcases  are  inspected 
within  six  hours  or  slaughter  (or  before  7«0  a.n*  if  the  period 
of  six  hours  expires  rater  7*0*P*nn)  a  trader  is  permitted,  to 
remove  meat  uninspected. 


ht  all  four  slaughterhouses  in  this  district  some  animals 
are  killed  either  ah  weekends  or  during  an  evening  and  as  the 
inspectorate  is  unwilling  to  work  outside  normal  office  hours  on 
meat  inspection,  aigr cement  was  reached  with  the  traders  concerned 
that  carcases  should  be  retained  until  inspection  had  taken  place, 
this  being  either  by  mid  morning  on  a  Monday  or  the  morning 
following  slaughter,  as  the  cane  may  be#  This  arrangement  was 
agreed  to  some  years  ago,  and,  as  timing  of  slaughter  and 
inspection  had  been  adjusted  to  meet  the  reasonable  requirements 
of  the  trade,  and  of  this  Council,  it  was  felt  that  there  was  now 
little  point  in  attempting  to  alter  the  established  practice. 
Regular  notification  is  sent  weekly  to  the  Divisional  Veterinary 
Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  agriculture  Fisheries  &  Food  of  'die 
number  of  animals  that  will  be  dealt  with  in  this  way. 


Concerning  charges,  this  Council  considered  the  matter  most 
carefully  end  after  agreeing  to  them  in  principal,  decided  that 
in  view’  of  the  time  and  expense  involved  in  travelling  to  and 
from  the  slaughterhouses  that  are  situated  far  from  one  another, 
the  maximum  charges  must  be  made.
